No. LR. 91(3) . — In exercise of the powers eonfern d by section 35 of the 
Industrial Disputes (Appellate Tribunal) Act, 1950 (XLVJII of 1950), the Central 
Government is pleased to make tho following rules;. — 

1. Short title. — These rules ruav he cnllod the Industrial Disputes (Appellate 
Tiibunul) Buies, 1950: — - 

2. Definition /). — In theso mles, — 

(a) “Act’’ means the Industrial Disputes (Appellate Tribunal) Act, 1950; 

(b) “form” means a fotm appended to these lules; 

(e) "Begistrar” means the person who is for the time being discharging 
the functions of tho- Registrar of the Tiibunal; 

(cl) “Ti’burml” means the Labour Appellate Tribunal constituted by the 
Central Government under section 4 of the Act. 

(e) all othor words and expressions not defined in these rules shall have 
the meanincs respectively assigned lo them in the Act. 

3. V'o/m cj appeal. — Ever> appeal shall he prefened to the Tribunal in 
Bonn A and shall ho signed by the appellant. 

1 T're‘>eiitatioii. — (1) A memorandum ot appeal to the Tribunal shall be 
presented hv the appellant in porson or by an agent, to the Begistrar at the 
principal scat of the Tribunal or to an officer authorised hi Ibis behalf by the 
Begistrar, with the approval of the Chairman of tho Tribunal, or sent by 
registered post addressed to the Begistrar or such officer. 
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(2) Every memorandum of appeal shall be presented in triplicate and 
shall be accompanied by — 

(a) two copios (one at least ot 'which shall be certified copy) of the 

award or decision appealed from, and 

(b) a fee of Bs, 25 : 

Provided that the Tribunal mnj, at ils discretion, accept a memorandum 
of appeal which is not accompanied by the documents referred to in clause 
(a). 

5. Date of presentation. — Where a memorandum of appeal'is presented, the 
ltogistrar oi other authorised officer sliall endorse thereon the date of presen- 
tation : 

Provided that where a memorandum of appeal is sent by registered post, 
it shall be deemed to have been presented on the day on which it is received 
in the office ot the llegistvar or, as the case may be in the office of the 
authorised officer. 

0. Signature on. v> e inorandum of appeal where an appeal in by corporation or 
pnn. — In the case of an appeal by a corporation, the memorandum of appeal 
may be signed by the secretary or by any director or other principal officer 
of the corporation, and in the case of an appeal by a firm, such memorandum 
of appeal may be signed by any partner of the firm. 

7. Dejection or amendment of memorandum of appeal. — (1) Where a memo- 
randum of appeal is not dtawn up in the manner hereinbefore prescribed, the 
Tribunal may reject it or return it to the appellant for the purpose of being 
amended within a time to be fixed by the Tribunal or be amendod then and 
there. 

(2) Where the Tribunal rejects any memorandum of appeal, it shall record 
the reasons lor such rejection. 

(8) Where n memorandum of appeal is amended, the Tribunal or such 
officer as it may appoint in this behalf shall sign or initial the amendment. 

8. Date for hearing appeal. — (1) Whero a memorandum of appeal is pre- 
sented in the proper form, the Tribunal shall fix a date for hearing the appeal. 

(2) Notice of the date fixed under sub-rule (1) shall be affixed in the 
premises where the Tribunal sits and shall be served on the respondent in the 
manner provided for the service on a defendant of a summons under the Code 
of Civil Procedure, 1008; and all the provisions applicable to such summonses 
and to proceedings with reference to the service thereof shall apply to the 
service of suoh notioe. 

0. Procedme on hearing. — (1) On the date fixed or any other date to which 
the hearing may be adjourned, the appellant shall be heard in support of the 
appeal. 

(2) The Tribunal shall then if it does not dismiss the appeal at once, hear 
the respondent against the appeal, and in such a case the appellant shall be 
entitled to reply. 

10. Dismissal of appeal for api'ellant’s default . — (1) Where on the dale 
fixed oi’ any other date to which the hearing may be adjourned the appellant 
does not appear when the appeal is called on for hearing, the Tribunal may 
make an order that the appeal be dismissed. 

(2) Where the appellant appears and the respondent does not appear, the 
appeal shall be heard ex parte. 
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11. P owtsr to adjourn hearing and dried persons appearing interested to he 
made respondents.- — (1) Where it appears to the Tribunal at the hearing that 
any person who was a party to the proceedings relating to the award or 
decision appealed from but who has not been made a party to the appeal is 
interested in the result of the appoal, the Tribunal may adjourn the hearing 
to a future date to bo fixed by the Tribunal and direct that such porson be made 
a respondent. 

12. Order in appeal . — The Tribunal, after hearing the parties and referring 
to any part of the proceedings, shall pronounce judgment either at once or on 
some future date of which notice shall be given to the parties. 

18. Language . — Tho language of the Tribunal shall be English.
